DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the amendments filed 1/12/2009. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
20-21 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 20-21 
have been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
a. Cancel claims 20-21 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 17-19 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding claim 17, the prior art of the record does not anticipate or 
make obvious the applicants method of forming a semiconductor device in a 
reaction chamber vaporizing a hafnium source and forming a hafnium silicate film

using a silicon source where the ratio of silicon to hafnium is set to be on the 
range of 100 to 1000. 

b. Regarding claim 18, the prior art of the record does not anticipate or 
make obvious the applicants method of forming a semiconductor device in a 
reaction chamber using a hafnium source and a silicon source to forma hafnium 
silicate film with a composition ration of hafnium to hafnium +silicon controlled in 
a depth direction in a range from 0.1 to 1 .0 by changing the supply flow of the 
hafnium or silicon source.
